An anniversary was observed this week.

It was a great experience, as refugees, 
to be welcomed in a strange town, in a great 
style. We didn’t expect much, but everyone 
was willing to help us get settled, to help us 
furnish a new home.” 

Commenting on the changes in his life in 
the past few years, Mr. Hess said, “Over there 
I was ’salesmanager for one of the largest con- 
cerns in Europe, the Siemens Concern, and an 
expert in the field of fire prevention and safety. 
Here I do office and factory cleaning on con- 
tract! Quite a difference! But I make an hon- 
est living for myself and family.”

NEW YORK—Dr. Chaim Weiz- 
mann is now a very disappointed 
man. He has been attempting to 
see Churchill ever since his return 
from the United States, and has 
so far not succeeded.

A 
mistake concerning his birthday 
crept into the press ten years ago 
when the Juedisch Rundschau, 
Zionist organ in Germany, pub- 
lished a special edition in 1933 in 
honor of Dr. Weizmann’s reach- 
ing sixty years of age. Dr. Weiz- 
mann himself then drew the at- 
tention to the fact that he is a 
year younger. Yet editors in 
America are now asking for data 
on Weizmann, being under the 
erroneous impression that his 
Mth birthday is next month.

He added that “nearly 
every nation of Europe has 
chased out the Jews” and con- 
cluded that “there must have 
been compelling reasons for their 
actions.”

I’m afraid of the world police force idea. 
it may come to be a reactionary position. 

Any flight from reality is reactionary. Any cutting of paper 
dolls, when there is real work to be done, is reactionary. Any pill 
that puts the people to sleep when there is real thinking to be done, 
is reactionary. 


I think advocacy of 


The world police force idea assumes that all the conflicts which 
will remain in this world when the war is ended are solvable, which 
we don’t know if they are. 


It is the great adventure of our time to find out whether these 
conflicts are solvable. The world police force idea is a siren song, 
subtly luring us to think, not about these world conflicts, but about 
the great day when they shall have been settled. 

Put Them in a Trust Fund 


It is not a plan for feeding the hungry, or for improving the 
world’s standards of living; it is a plan for keeping the peoples of 
the world from making too much of a fuss should we fail to do these 
things, 


It is not a plan for getting along with the world, for really get- 
ting along with the world. It is a plan for preventing an explosion 
in case we don’t. But I don’t think you can prevent explosions, if 
you have gunpowder around and if fire is touched to it. Disarmament 
was such a plan, too. It didn’t prevent explosions. The world police 
force is only a more elaborate form of the original idea of disarma- 
ment; instead of throwing the guns away, this time we will put them 
into a kind of trust fund. 

A Minority Proposal 

But it is still a plan that starts at the wrong end; it starts with 
the guns; it proposes to build the year around Christmas. Its basic 
conception is that peace is the greatest possible good, and war the 
greatest possible calamity. If that were true, there ‘would never be 
any wars. The world is not quite out of its head, after all. There 
have been many good wars. Our own Revolution was one. Gari+ 
baldi’s war for Italian freedom was another. Those were not wars 
to be ashamed of. They were wars to be proud of. Any world police 
force which would have tried to put these wars down would merely 
have been an ally of the enemy. It would have been the duty of 
freedom-loving men to fight it. 

The world police force idea is sponsored by admirable and well- 
intentioned people. They are my kind of people. But they are; in 
the main, comfortable people. Nothing much bothers them, and if 
only war would leave the world, they could take the world pretty 
much as it is. 

But they are a tiny, tiny minority in a world filled with many 
hundreds of millions of the unhappy and the uncomfortable. 

Even a Violin Solo : 

To these hundreds of millions the problem of the moment is not 
whether a scheme for perpetual peace can be contrived. It is the 
problem of whether fascism’s back can be broken this winter, or 
whether there must be another full year of cold death by day, and 
hot death from the sky at night. It isthe problem of whether the 
west and Russia can work out a living relationship in the next three 
months, or whether the chance will be missed for another dirty 
decade. It is the question of whether the Italian peasant will have 
enough land to cultivate, or whether he will be sent back to his in- 
adequate plot, with something called “peace” stuffed into his mouth 
as a pacifier, should he still be unhappy. 

Whatever keeps us from thinking of these things is, I say, re- 
actionary. Even so innocent an act as playing the violin was, on a 
certain occasion, reactionary, when a certain man played it, while 
a certain city burned.

Our poll of our feature col- 
umns continues, and since it al- 
ready has made for one change 
in our news policy, I would like 
to hear from others. This one 
change is in the column “Strictly 
Confidential.” I have used this 
éolumn fairly regularly, but most 
weeks I cut it down to about half 
its original size.

“However, there are several 
things which could be omitted 
such as new subscribers, your 
Twenty Years Ago, Around the 
State, and it would not be a vio- 
lation of freedom of the press to 
edit the letters which come in, 
which purport to write an auto- 
biography. It seems to me you 
could cut out parts of the letters, 
as do all of the national maga- 
zines.” 

I don’t algrgee with Lew on the 
point of the columns of non- 
Jewish content, but I am willing 
to listen to reason on the “new 
subseribers” columns, which I 
print more for business reasons 
than: anything else, and on the 
“20 Years Ago” column too, 
which, however, I think is pretty 
good. 

On the point he makes about 
the letters, I want to say that 
I do go over them rather closely, 
although my policy is exactly 
the opposite of that of the na- 
tional magazines which he says 
cut the letters down. I too have 
the problem of space, but The 
Post’s letter column is one of the 
few in the whole Anglo-Jewish 
press, and has taken years to 
build up. Take the American 
Jewish Conference; there has 
been more discussion on this im- 
portant meeting in The Post than 
probably in any other paper, and 
it is still continuing. I am willing 
to crowd out other matters to 
give people room to speak. There 
ig no national Jewish publication 
in existence whose letter col- 
umn I.would exchange with that 
of The Post. 

And here’s another excerpt 
from a letter writer, I hope Mr. 
Segal will forgive me: “Regard- 
ing your poll of the columns, I 
think Al Segal’s is rather silly

The American Jewish Committee and the Conference 


LL THE SYNONYMS for bad will be 

brought out of the dictionary and put to use 

in the Anglo-Jewish press this week in connec- 

tion with the withdrawal (incidentally predicted 

as far back as May 14) of the American Jewish 

Committee from the American Jewish Confer- 
ence. 


But as far as The Post is concerned the ques- 
tion devolves down to this: “Can the American 
Jewish Committee withstand the reaction of 
this decision?” 

The probabilities are that The Comniittee, 
never too popular in American Jewry, has 
signed its own death warrant. 

There are many things wrong with The 


American Jewish Conference, and The Com- 
mittee knew probably better than most’ what 
these faults were, but in withdrawing the com- 
mittee’s executive decided against the possi- 
bility of correcting these evils within the or- 
ganization. The American Jewish Community 
will object to this kind of obstructionism. 

That the Committee withdrew is important, 
but not nearly as important, as the next moves 
of that organization. If it intends to fight 
for its way of thinking, then it can harm the 
cause of Palestine, the major point at issue, and 
unity in American Israel as well. In this paper’s 
opinion, this is exactly what The Committee 
will do, or rather what it will be forced to do to 
prolong its survival. 


The Post a Factor in the Community 


NN 'THE PAST TWO weeks two major plans 
in The Post’s platform have been put into 
operation, and it is gratifying to have been 
able to reach the point where the constructive 
ideas The Post has suggested have been adopted. 
First there is the item of the new consti- 
tution adopted by the Indiana-Kentucky State 
Association of B’nai B’rith. The old method 
of naming the nominating committee the morn- 
ing of the convention and then adopting the 
committee’s report in toto that afternoon was 
subject to too much abuse, and The Post said 
so. Thinking persons agreed with the stand of 
The Post, and although it took something like 
three years to effect the change, now the nom- 
inating committee meets and reports thirty 
days before the annual convention, and at 
least for the office of third vice president the 
committee must present two names. Everyone 
agrees that the change was long overdue. 

The second change brought about by The 
Post is in connection with the nominations for 
places on the Indianapolis Jewish Federation 
Board. Heretofore the Federation named a 


nominating committee which in turn named 
one person to fill each of the seven vacancies 
occuring every year. The arrangement was too 
pat, and The Post said so. For whether it was 
admitted or not, The Federation made the im- 
portant decisions for the community. Now, this 
year for the first time, every organization in 
the community has been asked to name one 
member of a nominating committee which 
shall elect its own chairman and then proceed 
to make nomination. 

These two steps do not make for perfection 
in the Indiana Jewish community, but they 
are moves in the right direction. At least there 
is an admission on the part of those who norm- 
ally control our Jewish communities that with 
the people who make up the communities, 
whether they happen to be the big givers or 
not, rests control of community actions. 

This is the big advance, and with this point 
having been won, it is only necessary to dem- 
onstrate democratically what the communi 
wants for it to become a fact, other things be- 
ing equal. 


An Early End for Abie’s Irish Rose 


pe IRISH ROSE came to town this week, 

and the sickening drama of the wholly un- 
natural Jew once again, as it is every week on 
the radio, was paraded for the further edifica- 
tion and enlightenment of those who know the 
Jew only as the bearded old man with the 
foreign accent. 


To most Jews Abie’s Irish Rose is a con- 
tinual source of embarrassment. Of course 
there are some Jews the prototype of whom 


features this second longest running of stage 
plays, but probably the only one left is the 
Meshuloch who goes from door to door, and 
he, this paper suspects, deliberately caricatures 
the star of the stage play. 

If Abie’s Irish Rose continues on the air 
with a sponsor every week, it must be because 
people listen to it, although The Post doubts 
that any Jew goes nearer the sponsor’s product 
than being in the same grocery store with it 
on buying trips.

Gates of Slaughterhouse Bolted from Out- 
side, Congressman Will Rogers, Jr.. Says on 
Return from Trip To England—I have come 
back from England convinced that it is now up 
to our own Government to take the initiative 
and to institute proper action to save the help- 
less Jews of Europe, and it is up to the Amer- 
ican people to see to it, without fail and with- 
out delay, that the Government does not con- 
tinue to ignore the problem. You can not fight 
a war against tyranny while you watch with 
passive acquiessance the greatest manifestation 
of tyranny. At the Emergency Conference to 
Save the Jewish People of Europe I said that 
the problem has to be taken out of the dossiers 
of the diplomats and placed in the hearts of 
humanity. Well, the problem is still buried in 
the dossiers of the diplomats, and for some 
curious reason it does not disturb the peace of 
two other documents lying beside it—the At- 
lantic Charter and the Four Freedoms. 


It is a bitter situation. The roads of escape 
for the Jews of Europe are not blocked by the 
Nazis alone; the gates of the slaughterhouse of 
Europe have been bolted from the outside, and 
it is we who control this outside. I find the 


British statesmen extremely sympathetic on the 
problems of Palestine. They did not like to be 
reminded that outside of Nazi territory, Pales- 
tine is the only country in the world from which 
Jews are excluded solely because they are Jews, 
and for no other reason. Their policy toward 
Palestine does not fit into the traditional high 
standard of British fair play and decency. It 
is my opinion that many British statesmen are 
not satisfied with that policy. They realize it 
is a mistake—an old holdover from the days of 
appeasement. 

If the British Government does not wish to 
help the Jews get to Palestine, it is their busi- 
ness. But when they slam the door of Palestine 
in the face of Jews escaping from Europe’s hell, 
it is a shocking violation of international law 
and decency, for Palestine is not British. It is 
only mandated to the British, and it becomes 
our business as the counter-signer of the man- 
date to see to it that it is not so grossly vio- 
lated. The American Congress has already of- 
ficially gone on record as favoring the creation 
of a Jewish national homeland in Palestine. In 
line with that policy, I say open the doors of 
Palestine and allow the Jews to save them- 
selves from slaughter.

WOLSEY LETTER FULL 


OF MISSTATEMENTS, 


UNWARRANTED INFERENCES—LEVINTHAL 


To the editor: 

The letter by Dr. Louis Wolsey 
is replete with self-evident mis- 
statements of fact and unwar- 
ranted inferences. A detailed re- 
ply is therefore scarcely neces- 
sary. Some comment, however, 
may be in order, so that the 
less obvious half-truths and in- 
nuendoes may be pointed out. 


1. Dr. Wolsey proudly re- 
minds us that he was chosen by 
the Philadelphia community as 
one of its representatives to- the 
American Jewish Conference. It 
is true that he was elected a 
delegate, and it is also true that 
some of his “colleagues who had 
rendered yeoman service to the 
Zionist cause’ were defeated. It 
should also be noted that a num- 
ber of worthy non-Zionists, high 
ly respected in our community, 
and, unlike Dr. Wolsey, open- 
minded and not immune to ar- 
gument, were not chosen. All 
of these results were the unfor- 
tunate consequences of the elec- 
tion rules permitting cumulative 
voting. Thus, although Dr. Wol- 
sey received the votes of only 
55 out of the 1193 electors par- 
ticipating in the elections, his 
total number of cumulative votes 
amounted to 946. The election 
rules were intended to provide 
for reasonable minority repre- 
sentation. But like many well- 
intentioned regulations, these, 
too, were subject to abuse. 


2. Dr. Wolsey suggests that 
because “the total number of 
persons directly or indirectly 
involved in the elections for the 
American Jewish Conference 
was not less than 2,250,000 out 
of an estimated Jewish popu- 
lation of 5,000,000,” the Jews 
who did not participate in the 
elections must necessarily be 
anti-Zionists, and that therefore 
the delegates to the Conference 
represented “an overwhelming 
minority” of the Jews in this 
country. 


As a matter of fact, it was 
Clearly stated that the 502 del- 
egates represented 1,171,000 
adult Jews, or about 2,250,00 on 
a husband-and-wife basis, which 
is considerably more than half 
the adult Jewish population in 
the United States. : 

3. The real complaint of Dr. 
Wolsey is that the overwhelm- 
ing majority of the Jews of 
America favor the establishment 
of Palestine as a Jewish Com- 
monwealth. Well informed per- 
sons have known this to be so 
for many years. The American 
Jewish Conference simply con- 
frmed this fact. Dr. Wolsey 
seems to be the only person who 
questions what was so clearly 
established by the delegates at 
the conference—that the great 
Majority of American Jews are 
Pro-Zionists. 

4. Dr. Wolsey alleges that non- 
Zionists were not permitted to 
address the Conference. Of 
Course, this is not true. Repre- 
Sentatives of the American Jew- 
ish Committee, the Council of 


: Jewish Women and the Jewish 


Labor Committee—all of them 
non-Zionists — were given every 
opportunity to present. their 
views. Indeed, Mr. Moshe Fur- 
mansky, the lone representative 
of Hashomer Hatzair, the left- 
wing Zionist group, was given 
the floor to present a statement 
in explanation of his abstention 
from voting on the Palestine 
Resolution. When a few of the 
delegates objected to Mr. Fur- 
mansky’s statement, on the 
ground that it was out of order 
since the Palestine Resolution 
had been previously voted upon, 
I, acting as Conference Chair- 
man at the time, stressed the 
fact that freedom of speech would 
be recognized regardless of tech- 
nicalities. Mr. Furmansky was 
given all the time he desired to 
complete his speech. Without a 
doubt, Dr. Wolsey would —also 
have been recognized and grant- 
ed the right to speak had he 
asked for the floor. 


5. It is pointless to review 
all of Dr. Wolsey’s distortions 
of the Conference addresses. 
Sentences and phrases are torn 
out of their context, tending to 
mislead and confuse the casual 
reader. Fortunately, a com- 
plete report of the Conference 
proceedings is available in print, 
and anyone interested in ascer- 
taining whether Dr. Wolsey’s 
“impressions” are warranted by 
the facts may reach his own con- 
clusions by reading the full text 
of the Conference record. 


6. There are two glaring in- 
stances of defamatory innuen- 
does in Dr. Wolsey’s article which 
must shock the sensibilities of 
every self-respecting American 
Jew. One is the insinuation that 
Conference delegates sang “Hat- 
ikvah,” the Zionist hymn, but 
did not sing the national Ameri- 
can anthem. This false imputa- 
tion of a lack of American pat- 
riotism on the part of the dele- 
gates to the American Jewish 
Conference is a brazen vilifica- 
tion. The other is the scandal- 
ous allegation that the vote on 
the Palestine Resolution was dis- 
honestly recorded by the Confer- 
ence Chairman, and that “this 
character of voting was a signal 
across the seas to the Arabs to 
indicate to them how Jews treat 
their very own. Could they be 
criticized if they suspected the 
Zionists’ overtures for tolerance 
and equal rights?” Our fathers 
called this sort of calumny 
“Mesirah.” We Americans would 
call it “a stab in the back.” One 
is tempted to ask whether there 
are no limits to the depths of 
degradation to which bitter par- 
tisanship may lead a rabbi in 
Israel to descend. 


7. Dr. Wolsey seems to be 
horrified by the “extremism” of 
the Resolution on Palestine be- 
cause it calls for the establish- 
ment of a Jewish Commonwealth 
in Palestine.

have known that in asking for 
a Jewish Commonwealth in Pal- 
estine the Jews were demanding 
nothing new, but were merely 
insisting upon the faithful com- 
pliance with the pledge of the 
Balfour Declaration and with 
the obligations of the Palestine 
Mandate. 


In Volume 36 of the Publica- 
tions of the American Jewish 
Historical Society, just off the 
press, entitled “American Inter- 
cession on Behalf of Jews in the 
the United States, 1840-1938,” by 
Diplomatic Correspondence of 
Cyrus Adler and Aaron M. Mar- 
gaith, in the chapter dealing 
with Palestine, on Page 79, ap- 
pears the following significant 
passage: 

“President Wilson and other 
members of the United States 
mission to the Peace Conference 
at Versailles were very helpful 
to the Zionist cause whenever 
occasion arose. In his one visit 
to the United States, during the 
course of the Conference, the 
President made the following 
statement to a Jewish commit- 
tee composed of Judge Julian 
W. Mack, Dr. Stephen S. Wise, 
Louis Marshall and Bernard G. 
Richards: 

‘As to your. presentations 
touching Palestine, I have be- 
fore this expressed my personal 
approval of the declaration by 
the British Government regard- 
ing Palestine. I am moreover 
persuaded that the Allied na- 
tions ‘with the fullest concur- 
rence with our own Government 
and people are agreed that in 
Palestine there shall be laid the 
foundation of a Jewish common-: 
wealth.’ oe 

Similar interpretations of the 
Balfour Declaration and similar 
use of the term “Jewish Com- 
monwealth” are to be found in 
the official pronouncements of 
leading statesmen of the nations 
of the world, among others Da- 
vid Lloyd George, General Jan 
Smuts and Lord Robert Cecil. 
Does Dr. Wolsey suggest that in 
issuing this statement in which 
the words “Jewish Common- 
wealth” appear, Woodrow Wil- 
son — or any of the other states- 
men — was suffering from “psy- 
copathic megalomania,” the mal- 
ady which Dr. Wolsey attributes 
to the chosen representatives of 
the overwhelming majority of 
the adult Jewish population of 
our country, because they well- 
nigh, unanimously adopted the 
Resolution on Palestine at the 
American Jewish Conference? 
Or does Dr. Wolsey reserve his 
diagnosis merely for the Jews 
who are Zionists?

To the editor: 

Attending the morning session 
which was completely devoted 
to the adoption of the new con- 
stitution, it was an amazing scene 
to look upon, how the delegates 
and guests argued, discussed and 
debated about small details, even 
words or actually about letters. 
They were so deadly sincere 
that it even reached the stage of 
a tragi-comedy. One delegate, 
an outstanding B’nai B’rith work- 
er was on his feet three times, 
trying to knock out one “y” from 
the by-laws. Just mind you, one 
letter “y” could make so much 
trouble to the B’nai B’rith lodges 
of the two states, that this good 
natured Ben-B’rith fought so 
heroically to avoid it. ... It 
was a real question. Shall it 
read: when there are two candi- 
dates for ANY office, or for AN 
office! Was not it very import- 
ant? 

The main address by the Dis- 
trict 2 President, Lewis Sutin 
was really a new tone in the 
B’nai B’rith music. How did the 
old Jewish poet say? It will 
come a new time, which will 
create new winds, which will 
bring new birds and they will 
sing new songs! The new songs 
are here and we are very glad 
to listen to them. Henry Mon- 
sky in his national capacity 
started it, and Lewis Sutin fol- 
lowed it locally very eloquently. 
I am only sorry that it had to 
take a whole century for the 
B’nai B’rith to reach the stage of 
the Monskys and the Sutins. We 
would have been in a much bet- 
ter position if this would have 
occurred three decades ago. But 
better late than never. 


The remarks of the anti-defam- 
ation League and American 
Jewish Committee representa- 
tives were on the same level as 
usual. The same approach to the 
whole problem. They did not 
forget anything and did not learn 
anything. The whole Jewish 
misery is anti-Semitism which is 
on the uprise, and is a Christian 
problem only. We cannot do 
anything about it. But it still re- 
quires two million dillars to fight 
against it by pamphlet, books 
and radio. . . . There’s no doubt 
but that they are trying to do 
their utmost to counteract it, as 
best they know how. But how 
can they cure it when Jew hat- 
red is only a thermometer to 
prove only that the sickness it- 
self is still in progress. 

Rabbi Taxay in his wonderful 
remarks called the sickness by 
the right name. We are an ab- 
normal people and we have no 
political recognition. 

One of the A. D. L. speakers 
said that the reactionary forces 
are using Jew hatred as a wea- 
pon against the democratic and 
progressive forces and, it is real- 
ly the truth. We always were 
and still are the main victims 
in all the battles of the world 
for the last 2000 years. But the 
question is why? Why should 
we always be the oil for all rev- 
olutionary wheels? Why should 
we only be massacred and slau- 
ghtered whenever and wherev- 
er abnormal times take place? 
Yes, we are a minority and it 
is much easier to make a minor- 
ity the scapegoat for all evils 
of the world. But why only the 
Jewish minority? There are 





many more minorities besides 
the Jewish one! 

The main reason why we and 
only we are the scapegoats and 
are always the victims anytime 
and anywhere, is our homeless- 
ness, our national abnormality. 
And, of course, the only one 
medicine to cure it is a national 
home and national political equal- 
ity with other minorities. 


I had some suggestions to pro- 
pose if an open discussion would 
have taken place. I tried to get 
the floor several times, even with 
the support of Rabbi Taxay, but 
did not succeed. The reason was 
the shortage of time for the 
election and also some techni- 
cality, that the suggestions should 
have been proposed to the reso- 
lutions committee. I admit I 
was ignorant of and did not 
know the technical proceedings. 
Therefore, I feel it is my duty 
to do it now through The Jewish 
Post and hope it will be success- 
ful. Rabbi Taxay was very much 
in favor of it, called it an ex- 
cellent idea and promised his 
full support. 

I suggest, “that the Indiana- 
Kentucky B’nai_ Brrith state 
association shall take the initia- 
tive to call a general conference 
of all Jewish communities, all 
Jewish organizations, lodges and 
societies in order to create a 
united Jewish front of Indiana 
and Kentucky Jewry, to serve as 
an organized body to support the 
American Jewish Conference and 
to constitute the local branch of 
the American Jewish Conference. 
In other words, just what Henry 
Monsky did nationally, being the 
initiator of the American Jewish 
Conference, the same shall be 
done by the state association 
locally within the borders of 
Indiana and Kentucky. Let In- 
diana be the first state in the 
Union to undertake such a step 
of support to the American Jew- 
ish Conference. I hope that all 
the states in the Union will fol- 
low wus. 

The first step, I urge each lodge 
to appoint a committee of 3 to 
meet with the officers of the 
association to work out all de- 
tails; also space and time for 
such a conference. I hope that 
the -officers of the Association 
will understand the importance 
of such a conference and the 
lifetime glory for them if suc- 
cessful, and there are no reasons 
for failure. . 

The agenda for such confer-’ 
ence can be worked out in ad- 
vance by a smaller committee or 
by the whole community and I 
would not be surprised to see it 
include even some special prob- 
lems with which Indiana Jewry 
is confronted, like religious edu- 
cation in the schools, for an ex- 
ample. 

I hope that this suggestion will 
become a reality in the near 
future, at least in the next 90 
days. I am convinced that my 
lodge, the still dynamic Louis 
Marshal lodge, will understand 
the necessity of such a confer- 
ence and will be the first one in 
the race to bring to life a united 
Indiana or Indiana-Kentucky 
Jewry. 

Mr. President of our Associa- 
tion! I made the motion, who 
will second it?

operation with the Arabs he 
would welcome me. 

‘You quote this correctly. But 
then you say: “And to this the 
columnist (meaning me) saw fit 
to drink another forbidden cock- 
tail with his Arab ‘cousin’.” 

This looks to me like a deliber- 
ate distortion of what I did drink 
to. 

What I actually wrote was this: 

‘He (the Arab) raised the 
glass ... “I drink,” he said, “not 
to Arab power, not to Jewish 
power but to equal power based 
on justice and understanding. 

“I said I could drink to that 
and drank it down heartily, in- 
deed.” 

That’s quite different from 
drinking to. Jewish throats being 
cut. 

Of course, drinking to equal 
justice in Palestine doesn’t suit 
the Zionist taste which calls for 
the stronger drink of an exclu- 
sive Jewish state in Palestine. 
What I drank to was the bi-na- 
tional state proposed by Dr. Mag- 
nes than whom there is no more 
saintly Jew, no more enlighten- 
ed Zionist. 

You Zionists will accept the 
bi-national state eventually. An 
exclusive Jewish commonwealth 
is a moot issue. The Arabs never 
will stand for it. The British gov- 
ernment, in deference to the 
large population of Arabs, will 
never grant it. The Jews can’t 
fight for it. So why not be real- 
istic and take the first best thing 
—a bi-national state?

Cremieux Laws 
Restored; Jews 
Get Back Rights

LONDON — The Cremieux De- 
cree, which was abrogated in 
1941 by the Vichy government of 
Marshal Petain and later by Gen. 
Henri Giraud, was this week re- 
instated by the French Commit- 
tee for National Liberation, it 
was reported here from Algiers. 
The 140,000 native Algerian Jews 
who were deprived of their 
French citizenship by abrogation 
of the decree, have thus had all 
their pre-war rights restored. 
The Cremieux Decree, which 
was issued in 1870, will govern 
the Jews of Algeria until the 
French Republic is re-establish- 
ed, the report said. This week’s 
act came as a result of pressure 
on the part of liberal elements, 
including Gen. de Gaulle, who 
considered repeal of the decrees 
to be an anti-Jewish measure 
contrary to the principles of a 
democrattic France. 


Answers Rebuke 
Of Jewish Agency

LONDON—Rabbi Israel I. Mat- 
tuck, spiritual” head of the Liberal 
Synagogue in London, this week 
took issue with the Jewish Agency 
on the question of the American 
Council for Judaism declaring that 
“the Jewish Agency underestimates 
the importance of this Council.”

Linton, political secretary of the 
Jewish Agency, who rebuked the 
Washington correspondent of the 
Times for citing the differences of 
opinion between the American 
Council for Judaism and the Amer- 
ican Jewish Conference as proof 
that there is no agreement among 
the Jews in the United States with 
regard to the post-war status of 
Palestine. 

“Though the American Council 
for Judaism is very young, it has 
already progressed considerably,” 
Rabbi Mattuck writes in the Times. 
“It is the first organization ever 
established in the United States 
to oppose political Zionism on the 
ground of religion and on the 
basis of Jewish unity.” 

Referring to the resolution on 
Palestine adopted at the American 
Jewish Conference, Rabbi Mattuck 
points out that many delegates at 
the Conference abstained from 
voting for this resolution. “Many 
of those who did vote for it were 
not moved by political aims but 
by the desire to help Jews suffer- 
ing under the Nazis,” he writes, 
adding that “non-Zionists too are 
eager to do their utmost to use 
Palestine as a place of refuge for 
the persecuted Jews in Nazi 
Europe,

REST—VACATION 


Jews Gave Concept To World 
By DAVID SCHWARTZ 


LFRED LEIF IN his biography 

of Louis Brandeis, speaking 
of the time when he had one of 
the greatest law practices in the 
country, says that “when a case 
began to drain his energy, he 
learned to avoid nervous crises 
by fleeing the offices.” When a 
man became obsessed with the 
belief that he could not leave his 
work, that was a sure sign, 
Brandeis thought, that his judge 
ment could not be trusted at the 
time. Ordinarily, says Leif, Bran- 
deis was brimful of energy, but 
if on a mérning he didn’t feel 
quite up to snuff, he did not 
come down to his office. 


Brandeis was regarded as a 
great authority on efficiency. In 
fact, his early legal fame was 
based much on that. It will be 
remembered that he came into 
national celebrity by insisting 
that the railroads could pay high- 
er wages if they were run more 
efficiently, and he offered to show 
the railroads how to effect this 
increased efficiency. Vacations 
were part of the Brandeis form- 
ula for increased personal effici- 
ency. We do our work better 
ofttimes by getting away from 
our work. 


It is one of the interesting facts 
of Judaism that it laid such great 
emphasis on resting from work. 
The Sabbath became a cardinal 
pillar in the Jewish faith. “Thou 
shalt take one day’s vacation 
every week,” became an injunc- 
tion on a plane with Thou Shalt 
Not Steal and Thou Shalt Not 
Commit Murder. 


To be sure, there are those 
who contend that the Sabbath 
rest day was not motivated by 
any such purpose as simple va- 
cation from work. fhey tie it up 
with religious taboos, with theo- 
logical ideas of a remote sort. 
Personally, we do not believe 
this. Man’s institutions, we be- 
lieve, spring from his social 
needs. The theological connec- 
tions, he later added, even as we 
today always seek to give a glor- 
ified aspect to some prosaic pur- 
pose. 


Perhaps Greatest Gift 


Nowadays we are not prone to 
look upon Sabbath observance 
with the same puritanical eyes 
as our forebearers, yet for that, 
it was the gift of this day of rest 
to the world that was perhaps 
Judaism’s greatest gift to hu- 
manity. Josephus relates how the 
Sabbath day of rest spread in 
Rome from the Jews. It spread 
almost throughout the world, a 
day of supreme boon especially 
to labor. Yet it never completely 
conquered. The Mohammedans as 
the Christians took the idea of 
a holy day of the week from the 
Jews, yet the Mohemmedans nev- 
er took over the full concept. 
Like the Christians, they changed 
the day. Christianity changed it 
from Saturday to Sunday, the 
Moslem religion changed it from 
Saturday to Friday, but the Mo- 
hammedan concept did not re- 
quire that it be a day of com- 
plete rest. It was simply the day 


of prayer. After performing one’s 
prayers, visiting the Mosque, it 
is permissible among the Moham- 
medans to return to work. 


The old Hebrdic ideas about 
abstention from work were very 
stringent and the Puritans pur- 
sued the same severity. It seems 
terribly harsh to us these days— 
yet this very harshness served 
a purpose. In the days when 
Shakespeare lived, good Queen 
Elizabeth had her parsons _in- 
struct the people that it was per- 
fectly all right for them to re- 
turn to work after the Sunday 
morning prayers. It was the fact 
that the Puritans at this time 
with fury insisted on a stringent 
observance of the Sabbath, that 
the efforts of the Queen were 
defeated. Had she had her way, 
had the Sabbath been lightly re- 
garded, there would have been 
little of a rest day for human 
kind. 


Rest Every 7th Year 

Not only did Scripture com- 
mand us to take a vacation once 
every week, but it demanded fur- 
ther that every seventh year, 
there be a whole year’s vacation. 
Today, it appears, only teachers 
in some of our favored cities en- 
joy these sabbaticals. But the 
Bible commanded all to have it 
and even the land was to have 
a rest one year out of seven. 

It was good religion and our 
agricultural scientists tell us it 
is good agriculture, for the soil, 
even as the human being, wears 
out if too persistently used and 
needs a vacation. \ 


A vacation may be of two 
kinds. The soil may be rested, for 
example, simply by ceasing to be 
worked, or it may be rested by 
rotation of crops. Man seems to 
be very much like the soil. He, 
too, may be rested by a change 
of activity. The Jewish philoso- 
pher, Philo, once said that a rest 
did not mean inactivity, but “un- 
labored energy.” When a man 
pursues a hobby, there is this 
“unlabored energy.” In this time 
of the year, ideas of vacation 
seem to all to take a unified pat- 
tern. The country calls to us. The 
weather beckons us to become 
democrats. We leave our homes, 
our possessions and the richest 
is glad to don the minimum of 
clothes and live in the humblest 
cabin. The humbler the cabin, 
the less of the finery of clothes 
we have, the better we seem to 
like it. Democracy never experi- 
ences so great a triumph as in 
vacation time in the summer. 
Bathing suits and shorts become 
more of an emblem of the strug- 
gle for democracy than the long 
breeches which once typified the 
masses as against the knee 
breeches of aristocracy. 


We became not only more at 
one with our neighbors, but 
seemingly partake of a cosmic 
democracy. Tn the great outdoors, 
we recognize that in a deeper 
sense we are tied in brotherhood 
to the sun flower and the tree, 
the morning glory and the blade 
of corn. We are all children of 
Mother Earth. 
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President’s Action Applauded 
As Anti-Axis Yiddish Papers 
Get Back Publication Rights

NEW YORK—Anrerican Jewish circles expressed satisfaction this 
week at President Roosevelt’s statement rebuking the Argentine 
Government for banning the Yiddish press, especially in view of the 
fact that four hours after it was issued the ban was lifted and the 
Yiddish papers were allowed to resume publication. 


Meanwhile, it was disclosed that the United States protest against 
the press gag would be conveyed to the Argentine Government by 
American Ambassador Norman Armour despite the fact that it has 
been annulled. The Yiddish papers in Argentina have been mili- 
tantly pro-United Nations. 


A cable received by the Jewish Telegraphic Agency from Monte- 
video said that the press in Argentina was permitted to publish the 
text of President Roosevelt’s statement, but without any comments. 
An: official communique issued by the Argentine Government an- 
nouncing the lifting of the ban against the Yiddish newspapers, reads: 


“The situation concerning newspapers written in Yiddish and in 
Russian was clarified yesterday before the Department of Press and 
Information, and their suspension has been lifted. Their editorials 


. will appear with their respective Spanish translation.” (Simultane- 


ously, it was announced that Gustavo Martinez Zviria, 70-year-old 
author of violently anti-Semitic works, has been appointed Minister 
of Justice and Education.) 

The text of the President’s statement read: “I have been in- 
formed that the Argentine Government has suspended the publication 
of Jewish newspapers, some of which have been in existence for 
many years. While this matter is, of course, one which concerns 
primarily the Argentine Government and people, I cannot forbear 
to give expression to my own feeling of apprehension at the taking 
in this hemisphere of action obviously anti-Semitic in nature and of 
a character so closely identified with the most repugnant features of 
Nazi doctrine. I believe that this feeling is shared by the people of 
the United States and by the people of the other American repub- 
lics. In this connection I recall that one of the resolutions adopted 
at the eighth international conference of American states at Lima in 
1938 set forth that ‘any persecution on account of racial or religious 
motives which makes it impossible for a group of human beings to 
live decently, is contrary to the political and judicial systems of 
America’.”

LONDON—Raoul Lambert, the 
president of the Union General 
Juive de France, the central 
Jewish body which represents 
the Jewish population of both the 
German-administered and _ the 
French-administered parts of 
France, has been charged with 
treason, it was reliably learned 
here this week. He was arrested 
together with his family several 
weeks ago in Marseilles and is 
now held in the notorious Dran- 
cy concentration camp near Paris. 


The charge of treason was 
placed against him because of a 
protest which he lodged with 
the French authorities in Vichy 
against the inhuman treatment 
of the Jewish internees at the 
Drancy camp which is under the 
supervision of the Gestapo. En- 
raged by the fact that a Jewish 
leader “dared” to lodge a formal 
protest against the administra- 
tion of the camp, the German 
authorities in Paris ordered Mr. 
Lambert’s arrest, describing his 
intervention with the French 
government in Vichy as “an act 
of treason.”

Distinguished Service 

Lt. Murray J. Shubin, 26, 
Pittsburgh, Pa. awarded the 
Distinguished Service Cross “for 
extraordinary heroism as a fight- 
er pilot at Guadalcanal.” Leader 
of a flight of four P-38’s, Shubin 
and his formation intercepted a 
group of about 50 Jap planes and 
moved in to the attack. Drawing 
off the enemy rear cover, some 
15 Zeros,. Lt. Shubin shot down 
two and then found himself 
alone as the other three Ameri- 
can planes were forced by lack 
of ammunition and damage to 
retire. For three-quarters of an 
hour Lt. Shubin fought five 
Zeros and “with brilliant ma- 
neuvering and frugal use of am- 
munition” proceeded to demolish 
them one by one. With a single 
burst he shattered one Zero and 
then from a steep spiral dive 
scored a full deflection shot on 
another, destroying it. “With 
three enemy aircraft directly to 
his rear,’ the D.S.C. citation 
continues, “he slashed back to- 
ward one Zero, sending it down- 
ward, smoking. The two remain- 
ing Zeros sought to escape but 
Lt. Shubin gave chase and rid- 
died one, causing it to dive 
earthward.” 

S/Sgt. Isaac Kaplan, 23, of the 
Bronx, B-26 crewman serving 
in the Southwest Pacific, award- 
ed the Distinguished Flying Cross 
and the Silver Star. Participat- 
ing in aerial flights in the New 
Guinea region, Sgt. Kaplan’s 
plane staved off enemy intercep- 
ters to reach its targets and drop 
its bomb loads. On one mission 
some months ago his plane shot 
down two of the foe. 

Cpl. Raymond Budman, 23, of 
Philadelphia, recipient of the 
Legion of Merit in recognition of 
his “initiative and sound judg- 
ment” in action on Guadalcanal. 

Lt. Morton Macks, of Oak- 
land, Cal., holds the Distinguish- 
ed Flying Cross and the Air 
Medal. A member of the 8th U. 
S. Army Air Force stationed in 
England, Lt. Macks has been cit- 
ed for “extraordinary achieve- 
ments in the European theater 
of operations.”

CHRISTIAN gentleman hands me a letter 

} he received awhile ago from the Rev. Arthur 
U. Michelson, founder and minister of the First 
Hebrew Synagogue of Los Angeles. (2209 Mich- 
igan avenue.) The Rev. Mr. Michelson is a con- 
vert from Judaism and not long ago when he 
went to New York to preach by radio he found 
that his broadcasts had been canceled. 

His letter is a protest against that. . . “With- 
out a daily broadcast it is impossible to reach 
the two million Jews for Christ in this great 
city”, he wrote. .. “Never before has anything 
like this campaign been attempted by a con- 
verted Jew and the enemy of souls is deter- 
mined to use all his power to stop us. . . I ask 
you, therefore, in the Name of Jesus to write 
me at once assuring me that you are praying 
for me. .. Yours in His service for Israel, 
A. U. Michelson.” 

The Christian gentleman gave the letter to 
me to answer... “As one Jew to another,” he 


winked. 
* x * 


My dear Rev. Michelson: I, too, regret that 
the facilities of the radio were denied you. Your 
right to argue for Christianity is as good as 
mine to argue Judaism or the right of a Moslem 
to try to make a Mohammedan out of me. 

Nor do I quarrel with you for being a con- 
vert to Christianity if, as I do not doubt, you 
are sincere, and in your daily life display the 
virtues required in a Christian gentleman. Any- 
way, true Christian gentlemen are not so nu- 
merous in the world that I may spurn even one, 
though he may have been a Jew to start with. 

I like to believe that you are even a finer 
Christian gentleman for having been a Jew. 
My ideal of the human species is one who com- 
bines in him the nobilities of a righteous Jew 
and the virtues of a noble Christian. There’s a 
man for you! 

As one who was born a Jew and stayed that 
way I myself will have to get along with the 
simple teachings of Judaism—its summoning to 
righteous living, its aspiration for justice be- 
tween men, its concept of a God who is the 
Father and why shouldn’t His children be broth- 
ers? If I try hard enough to live by these 
teachings I may turn out to be a pretty satis- 
factory citizen at that. 

You inscribe yourself “Yours in His service 
for Israel” and I can applaud any man who tries 
to serve Israel who needs serving badly. Israel 
lying slaughtered in the multiple graves that 
Hitler dug. Israel driven all over the world, an 
exile from his native lands. Israel the victim of 
a thousand Lidices. 

Yes, my dear Rev. Michelson, Israel needs to 
be served by every good Christian, but the 
trouble is that there is a lack of Christians in 
the world. Would Israel be murdered if the 
Christian world, as it is called, contained 
enough Christians? Would Israel be defamed if 
men who really believed in the Beatitudes and 
the Sermon on the Mount prevailed in the 
world? 


What I mean is that we need more Christians 
among the Gentiles if the Jew is to be served 
righteously. There, my dear sir, is work cut 
out for you and other Christian missionaries. 
The multitude of the heathens among the Gen- 
tiles ravage the earth and set brother against 
brother to cut each other’s throat and by malice 
kindle hate. They need to be made Christians. 
So why then trouble your talents to make 
Christians out of Jews who are only a handful 
of mankind. 

Were I a convert to Christianity I would 
serve my people Israel by going first among the 
Gentiles to convert them to Christianity. I 
would go to convert them to the decencies that 
are of Christian living, to the compassion that 
was of Jesus, to the Christly exemplar of love 
and fair-dealing and good-will. 

I could feel that for the while I should let 
the Jews alone, loath as I might be to deprive 
them of my Christian ministrations. After all 
they had been without Christianity for 2000 
years and perhaps could wait awhile longer. 
They had managed to be fairly decent people 
who had never gone about cutting throats and 
had respected human life and considered blood 
on the hands as the vilest corruption. It may 
be said that in these manifestations of their 
Judaism the Jews already have some of the 
essential principles of Christianity. 

Yes, I could afford to let the Jews wait while 
I went among Gentiles to bring them around to 
Christianity, thus to serve my people the Jews. 
That this would ‘be a prodigious task would not 
deter me; I would count every Gentile re- 
deemed to Christian living as a victory for my 
people. 

I would exult for every malicious heart con- 
verted to kindness, for every hate that is turned 
toward compassion, for every mind that drives 
out falsehood and accepts truth and justice. For 
I would know that by every heart of kindness, 
compassion, truth and justice my people would 
be served. 

At the end of my life there would still be 
much to do but I could feel sure of the heaven- 
ly reward that is the goal of good Christians. I 
could be sure of Jesus Himself taking me into 
his embrace: “O, my good brother, who had 
served my people the Jews so well.” 

“But O, my Master, I had no time to bring 
even one Jew to Thee. I was so busy convert- 
ing Gentiles to walk in Thy ways.” 

“O, my dear brother, Segal, be thou of brave 
heart. In turning the hearts of Gentiles to com- 
passion thou didst serve Jews enough.” 

And that’s that, brother Michelson. Between 
you and me, that which is called the Christian 
world has not behaved in such a way as to 
persuade Jews to be part of it. They are an 
idealistic but practical people and should like to 
see the proof of Christianity in its practice. I 
wish you the best of success as you go forth to 
bring Gentiles to Jesus.

age to education and knowledge. 
The works of great writers were 
always in demand. It was this 
unshakable trust in the printed 
word, in authority, in the mili- 
tary that was their undoing. 
They believed that wisdom is 
automatically inherent with high 
office. For himself, he never ex- 
perienced anti-Semitism all his 
life until Hitler. 


Many took issue with him, 
especially those who knew Emil 
. Ludwig’s and Franz Werfel’s 
views. And also those who had 
seen the handiwork of Nazi 
barbarism. Such a one was 
Mihkail Kalatazov, the Soviet 
film representative. He called 
the Germans apes and gang- 
asters. He quoted from diaries 
found on German prisoners in 


gruesomely mixed with human 
beings: “We came into 

today. strawberries are plenti- 
ful. We killed 40 women and 
children in the market square.” 
“We had pork chops and po- 
tatoes tonight. We tortured 
Russian prisoners.” Kalatazov 
faced those Germans in trench- 
es during the siege of Lenin- 
grad. He, too, knows their face. 


Quotes and highlights from 
the Congress: Eighty-five per 
cent of the surviving intellectuals 
of Europe are in the United 
States. Out of the 25 world-great 
egnductors, 20 are in this coun- 
try. What an enrichment to our 
culture! Asked why the sttudios
